persons in public places. Negroes have separate coaches on 
railroads, separate sections in trolley cars and movie houses, 
separate schools, hotels, washrooms and drinking fountains. In 
most Southern States this is a matter of law—the so-called Jim 
Crow laws. Ordinary Negroes accept the discrimination as a 
matter of course and it is rarely mentioned. Extraordinary 
Negroes occasionally raise a rumpus, causing indignation in 
the Northern press. 

Such an extraordinary Negro is Representative Arthur H. 
Mitchell of Illinois, only black member of Congress (he is 
really light tan). On April 20, Representative Mitchell took 
a Pullman compartment from Chicago on a Rock Island train 
bound for Hot Springs, Ark. When the train crossed the 
Arkansas line the conductor ordered him forward into the 
Jim Crow coach. Mr. Mitchell found the car “filthy.” On May 
10, he brought suit for $50,000 damages against the Rail- 
road and Pullman companies. Making it clear that he was 
crusading not for the elimination of Jim Crowism but merely 
for the “equal accommodations” stipulated in most of the 
State laws, he declared: “This is the first gun in a campaign 
I am starting to clean up the Jim Crow cars in the South.” 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT LANDS A TARPON IN THE GULF OF MEXICO 


The Camera Gets Proof of the President’s Fish Stories 


jident Roosevelt is never so happy as when he is in a small boat with a fishing 

rod in his hands, salt spray in his face, and plenty of fish about. On his recent 
trip to the Gulf of Mexico all these requirements were met except the fish. The 
President fished doggedly for eight days, during which he landed one respectable 
fish, a tarpon, and a handful of kingfish. On the ninth day, May 8, when reporters 
and photographers chugged out to the Presidential yacht Potomac for their Saturday 
press conference, they found that the President and his son Elliott were still out 
in a small launch, Presently Mr. Roosevelt's secretary, Marvin MeIntyre, sped 
up in another launch, called out that “the Boss” had hooked a big one. Three 
cameramen piled into the launch, were carried 114 miles south, Sure enough, 
the President was playing a big tarpon, now almost exhausted. Already stands 
‘ing by were two boatloads of Secret Service men and one boatload of Son Elliott's 
friends. For the benefit of his new gallery, the President played his fish for 20 min- 
utes more, finally hauled in a 77-pound tarpon. Meanwhile the cameras had 
recorded indisputable proof that President Roosevelt's fish stories are no joke.

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BREEDING LAMB FOR U. S. TABLES 
IS A GREAT WESTERN INDUSTRY 


he lamb nudging its moth- 
er’s nose on the opposite 
page is 15 minutes old. It 
has just staggered to its feet. 
Its legs are still wobbly and 
shreds of the birth sac still 
cling to its wool. It was bom 
last February on the 85,000- 
acre sheep ranch of Fred 
Holmes and Jack Wing (be-

of its first day of life it was gamboling about friskily like the three little 
“woollies” (right). Some time this month, when it is four months old, and 
has been fattened up to weigh 80-90 Ib., it will be shipped to the world’s 
largest sheep market in Denver. Before long it will appear as “fresh 
spring lamb” in a U.S. butcher shop, and be served up as roast leg, 
or chops on a U. S. dinner table. For sheep ranchers Holmes and Wing 
it will gross approximately 88. Its mother will earn them another dividend 
in late spring when she is sheared of her wool. (A picture essay on wool- 
shearing will be published in a future issue of LIFE.)

.ge for grazing his stock is one of the sheep rancher’s biggest prob- 
lems. When the first spring grass begins to grow, the flocks start 
off on their annual trek into the mountains. During May and June they 
trail through the lower foothills, munching the grass down to the ground, 
moving on to a new patch of green each day. As summer comes they 
climb up the slopes. By July they have reached high altitudes, sometimes 
even up to the timber line, where the grass, fed by melting snows, is still 
fresh and green. Choice ranges for many a big western rancher are the 
national forests where, with a government permit, they may graze their 
sheep four months out of the year for 30 cents a head. 

Accompanying the flocks on these grazing treks as caretaker, pro- 
tector, veterinary and guide is the sheepherder. His is a strange and 
lonely life. Often for months on end, he lives in utter solitude, far out 
on the range in a little covered wagon drawn by horses. His sole com- 
panions, besides a flock of rambling, bleating sheep, are the wind, the 
stars, the flow and ebb of night and day. His sole friend is his tireless 
sheep dog, trained to round up stragglers at the slightest gesture from 
his master. For his ever watchful care over 2,000 to 2,500 sheep worth 
$10,000 to $20,000 the sheepherder gets $60 a month and food.

AKELEY’S MONUMENTS ARE BONGO, GORILLAS, ZEBRAS, ANTELOPES 


CARL AKELEY AND LION SKULL 


In museum fiction, the gorilla on page 58 stands 

and beats his chest on the slope of the same Congo 
mountain where, in real life, Carl Akeley lies buried. 
Actually, the gorilla and the other animals shown on 
these pages, stand in glass-encased exhibits in Afri- 
can Hall in the American Museum of Natural History 
in Manhattan. They would not be there if it weren’t 
for Carl Akeley, taxidermist, naturalist, African 
explorer. Akeley revolutionized taxidermy, as ex- 
plained above, and dreamed all his life of recreating 
in habitat groups the life and mood of the African 
wilds. In 1925, George Eastman gave him money 
to realize his dream, Akeley went off to Africa, 
caught tropic fever, was buried on the mountainside. 
His vivid monuments are the Museum's fascinating 
exhibits, three of which are herewith reproduced. It 
was only last year that the Museum was ready to 
open its show of Akeley-inspired groups. It takes 
time and skill as well as imagination and money to 


build them. When the Museum sends animal hunters 
to Africa, it also sends artists and scientists. The 
hunters come back with their trophies which are 
carefully prepared and wrapped, like the African 
antelopes below, in cellophane for safekeeping. The 
artists and scientists come back with notes and 
sketches of the vegetable, animal and mineral details 
of the country. They also come back with leaves, 
vines, birds’ nests, rocks. The Museum's craftsmen 
then spend years making careful replicas of the 
plants and rocks. In the lush vegetation of the 
gorilla scene alone are 75,000 pieces—leaves, twigs, 
stones. It took eight months and $2,000 to fashion 
the berry bush that stands in the centre. Then the 
background is painted on a cyclorama which gives 
great illusion of depth and distance. ‘The lights are 
adjusted to give all effects from the dry, bleached 
look of the Water Hole scene to the cool spotty 
jungle sunlight in the Bongo group opposite.
